THE ORGAN, 

More than a century ago, the lawfulness of 
using the Organ in places of public worship wae 
the subject of earnest, and, in some cases, angry 
debate, among different sects of Christians.— 
This is conceived to be one of the things in 
themselves indifferent, about which contrariety 
of opinion may and ought to be entertained 
without offence. And the question of lawfulness 
has now given place to that of propriety and 
expediency, Episcopalians, generally maintain- 
ing the affirmative, and Presbyterians, generally, 
but not universally, and perhaps some other. 
sects, the other opinion. , 

It is not to revive an old controversy, wh 
was full of prejudice and bitterness, that these 
few remarks are offered; but to caution against 
what may, perhaps, have been the reasonable 
ground of objection,—the abuse of this noble 
instrument, either by the unskilfulness, the bad 
taste, or the want of judgment in the performer. 

There are sonie admitable remarks on the 
general condct of a Church Organ contained 
in a letter from the late Francis Hopkinson to 
the Rector of the United Episcopal Churches in 
this city. The writer was himself a man of mu- 
sical taste and sciencs. His remarks will be 
found in eight pages of the second volume of his 
Miscellaneous Essays, and the perusal and stutly 
of them is recommended, without offence, to the 
organists of the present day. There is one 
thing on which he strenuously insists,—the rie- 
cessity of preserving the picnity of the instru- 
ment, upon which it may be recommended to 
them particularly to dwell. Instrumental mtu- 
sic, he observes, may be made expressive of 
every passion of the mind, and become an incite- 
ment to levity as well as piety. And he adds 
that, unless the real design for which an organ 
is placed in a church be constantly kept in view, 
nothing is more likely to happen than afi abuse 
of this noble instrument, so as to render it ra- 
ther an obstruction to, than an asststant in, the 
good purpose for which the hearers ars assem- 
bled. 

How far what is by somé called the niodetn 

style of performance is consistent with these sen- 
timents, is a point which the performers them- 
selves are respectfully requested to consider. 
The characteristic excellences of these instre- 
ments are supposed to be the unlimited variety, 
its power by combination of the stops, its con- 
sequent capacity for perfect harmony, and, 
above all, its ‘‘giving length to solemn sounds."’ 
Whether the staccato manner of some is consist- 
ent with this last characteristic, will be judged 
by listening to the performance. It may be per- 
mitted on the piano forte, but, to my ears, no- 
thing musical ie more intolerable than a perfor- 
mance on an organ, sounding in fits and starts, 
bouneing, and, by light and pointed movements, 
giving momentary pleasure to the ear; or, by 
bold and unmeaening contrasts of fortissimo and 
pianissimo, producing surprise, sometimes as- 
tonishment. This is any thing, it is thought, 
but an incitement to piety—any thing but pre- 
serving the dignity of the organ. 
There are many who recollect the perform- 
ance of Mr. Muller, on the former great organ 
of the Lutheran Church, in Fourth street, and 
more who have listened to that of the late Mr. 
Rayner Taylor. It was in the same style: they 
were among the great performers of their time, 
and their manner was utterly different from that 
intended to be animadverted on. In the tho- 
rough bass, and its accompaniments, they were 
excellent. The dignity of the instrument was 
maintained by these distinguished men; the har- 
mony was full, the power and the variety, too, 
sufficiently displayed, and the impression on the 
minds of the hearers consistent with the great 
purpose of their assembling.
